While: thia was taking place the only other 
peoplo in the house were o emall Chinese boy 
and the mistress’s young daughter. One of 
tho robbers xmbbed cayenne popper in the 
daughter's eyes, while others endeavoured to 
free her of her jewellery.

THE SHIPPING WATER SUPPLY.

MR. J. W, KEW INTERVIEWED, 

‘As tho impartanco of Hongkong asashipping 
port now morohes with that of London, the 
Governmont ia recognising tho necessity of 
supplying vessols in port with puro aud wholo- 
some water, and js taking overy procaution to 
insure an uncontaminated supply. ‘To this end 
several oxomplary cases against jankmastors for 
watering shipsfrom doubtful stroama havo been 
tried before mngistrates at the Police Court, snd 
penalties have been initicted. Tho beaconlight 
to which ships aro attracted, however, far pure 
and oxpoditiovs tupplies, ja that of the Hong- 
kong Steam-water Boat Company ; and in order 
to glean on insight into the working of this 
company, 8 Daily Press ropresentative on 
Saturday called on the onergotic manger, Myr. 
J, W. Kew. 

‘Asked 28 to the fleot of the company, Mr. 
Kew stated:—This now numbers nine boats, 
and o tenth is undor.conatruction, A- now 
boat, built by Mosars. ’ Macdonald and Co., 
which carries abont 240 tons, has recently been 
put into commission. his is fitted with a 
pump copable of delivering betweou forty to 
fifty tons por hour, ond is diyidad by steeb 
bulkheads “into ..water tight compartments. 
Every precaution is taken to ree that the water, 
when on board, is not contaminated in any way, 
With our new boats. we will bo able to cope 
with the inoreasing defnand, and accelerate the 
supplying of vessels. : 

As to tho supply, continued Mr. Kew, we | 
deliver government filtered water from ‘the 
specially constructed reservoir at Laivhikok, 
and shipping people seo the advantage: of 
being provided by our bouts, not only on 
account of their unapproachubly civanliness, but. 
also by reason of the deypatch with “whieli 
our powerful. steam ‘pumps put the water 
on boord. Our craft lying ulungside’ a vessel 
dces not retard the working of cargo in any 
way, whoreas if a junk is lying alongside for 
some hours, the loading or unloading of cargo 

is considorably hampered. Further, the water- 
supplying junks aro. built of pine, ond their 
holds are not properly laid off to insure the 
water being kept clean. 

‘The Government having made it compulaory 
for junk to supply wator from thoGoyernment 
source of supply only, ought consistently to 
enforce cleanlinors on these junk watorboate. 

Thore are ubout one hundred junks, large and 
amall, supplying water, and in numerous cases 
they supply other junks and launches, The 
company supplies water choaper than any other 
port in tho East where boats are in vogue, and 
amongst our numerous clients, said Mr. Kew,

A Times correspondent writes :—Sir,— Were 
it not for M, Rokovt sof tetchiresa in tho 
motter of motophors, I sh.uli fool i clined to 
sev in his protest against my estimates of the’ 


docline in the Russian gold reserve and of tho |- 


increase of tbe note issue n variant of the class‘o 
excure of Mrs, Easy’s wetnurse for the unlawful- 
ness of her baby. When we remember the 
triumphant tone with which M. Kokovtsof® 
challenged The Times to vorify the intactness 
of the gold resorve, it is cortainly an important 
font gained that the Minirter should now 
sdmit th.t the reserve js—slowly, perhaps— 
melting away. while the noto ivaue is increasing 
and there iy no chance of redressing the balance 
by the old] expedient of foreign loans. 

M. Kokovt-off tells ws, in tho first place, 
that the gold roserve “in tho middle of 
Mareh” amounted to 1.:38 million roubles,-and 
consequoutly showed au increaso of 9%) millions, 
as compared with the ond of 1904, and mot 89 
millions ag I had calculated. My statement, 
however, did not refur to “tho middle of 
March'’--unless by this Old Stylo is meunt-- 
but to ten days later, tlie 25th, whon, according 
fo Laffon's tologiam, M, Kokovtsoff * mado a 
perscnal statement” giving the figures as I 
quoted them. Moreover. o telegram from The 
Pemex correspondent of the same date gave ou 
ostimate drawn from cfiiviol sources, according 
to which the gold reserve was thon even lower 
—namely, 1,310 million roubles— while MM. 
Schwanchach, writing to you under date of 
March 29, gives it at 1,304 miilicus. I must 
conseynoatly decline to admit, pending tho 

| production of further evidence, that .on tho 
date on which I wrote tho gold reserve had 
bern increased by 99 million roubles. 

M. Kokovtsoif's next contention is that I 
estimntod the yield of the Berlin loan ut its 
nominal ymount of 23)) millions, instead of its 
uet yield of 210 millions. Here he is, no doubt, 
correct, for by an oversight I omittel to calcu- 
lute the loan at its issue price of 5. ‘Ibis, 
however, wovld only have reduced the yield to 
220 millions. ; 
suppoxe, accounted for by commissions and 
expenses, In emphasizing this circumstance I 
do not think M. Kokovtsoff renders a serrico 10 
the credit of his country. for it reduces the pet 
insne price of the loan to pe:rly M. It ia, 
indeed, xaid that tho Russian Treasury recvived 
eveu less then M. Kokovtaoif claims, and 
Professor Migouline, tho -ominent Russian 
economist, has lately caloulated in an article 
contributed to the Russ that the average intorest 
Rusain is paying for all the loana nogotiated 
during the last twelve months is not less than 7 

r cent. 

‘the third contention of M. Kokortsof is 
very remarkable. He stutos that 60 million 
roubles of the German loan were subscribed in 
Russia, snd consequently, he contends, this 
amovut must not be cnluulated as baying bern 
sndded.to the gold reserve. As the figures with 
which we me now desting do not include gold 
in cireulation, but only relate to the stick of 
gold in the State Bunk and the ‘Treasury and 
deposited with foreign ban: ere, this convention 
is quite irrelevant, unless M. Kokovisoil wishes 
us to understand that the londs were tsken 
over by the Government. If the monvy was 
the prodret of bona fide internal subscription 
it must havo added vo tanto to the gold reserve, 
or the stock of notes in the ‘I'ressury and State 
Bauk. So for as the stock of notes is concerned, 
there is no trace of this subscription, for av 
the end of 1904 tho stock stood at 72 million 
roubles, and M. Kokovtsoff now tells us that 
since then it has only increased by 13 millions, 
although the cote issue has beon raised during 
the same period by 7» million roubles, 

For these reasons I um quite unable to a,:ree 
with the Russien Minister of Finance that the 
decrease in the gold resorve during the first

Sino then the note ieue has been 
zaised to 970 millions, but thn atock of nutes in 
reserve, according to M. Kokovtsoff's own 
statement, has enly- risen to 85 millions, being 
an inereasa of ]3 millions. Deduet 13 millions 
from 70 millions and we havo tie izsereus in 
circulation—namely, 57 willions, and sot 29 
wilKons as the Minister of Fina ce alieges.qon.

These samo olectors, Governmont servants, 
Indiuns, ani the 510 ron-olicial French 
citizens, sent a Deputy to the Paris Cham- 
ber, Tho result was that the majority of 
the Conaci? Colonial, which controlled the Bud 
got, ond with it nearly all the sffairs of tho 
colony, were elected by subordinatea. of thu 
Aientenant-Governor, paid servants of the 
Government; and their candidates were invari-- 
ably committed to a policy of opposition to the 
Licutenant-Governor and the advancoment 
of the interests of the electors, The President 
of the Council easily held the Indian voters in 
the hollow of his hand; and the irony of .the 
arrangement was made complete by the faot 
that the Deputy for Cochin China acted in 
condert with his aleetors, and was able to get 
tho ar of the Minister for the Colonies in Paris. 
M. Donmor desoribes tho situation aud all its 
itt ndant evils with a fine scorn, aud it did not. 
take bim long to putwn end toit. He sums up 
bis accovat in the following. words: —* Insub- 
ordination and anarchy ‘roigned in the Cochin 
China administration 10 9 degree to whietr it 
would be difficult to find « parallel elsewhere.” 
Affairs in the neighbouring province of 
Cambodia. nominally ruled by the aged and 
selfish King Norodom, were hurdly hetter. The 
French © Resident-Genera!’ bad practically 
deprived the King of all power sy removing his 
geals; ond, as the notive chief« went with the 
man who could command the bigyest batts ions, 
the King was esting out his }eart im impotent 
fory whon M, Doumer first visited him, But 
though the Residont-Genoral bad secured all 
authority for. himself, ho made no good use 


‘of it, ond left tha country as undevelo 


as he found it; spending his time in hunting 
elephants, and showing bis impatience of any 
contro), even when his own superiors attempted 
to exercise it, Again M. Doumer, with praiso- 
worthy promptitude, ascertained the facts and 
dealt with the situation.

epentin which he sums up in these words :—

JAPAN AND FOREIGN CAPITAL.

Count Okump, whose nome ia world known 
san former Primo Minister, has contributed an 
exc'Jient article to the North American Review, 
en Japancse problems, from which we mak® 
the foll.wing interesting extract, in which 
he not only renows his old advocacy of a m re 
liberal policy tut testifics aa to what freo trade 
has done for Japan, Count Okuma says: 
Although under the fondal system Japan was 
not s poor country, it hes laboured under 5 con- 
siderable disadvantage with regard to its recent 
developmept. In America and Russia for ox- 
ample, much foreign capital has been used to 
develop the cuuntry, whereas in Japan except for 
tho ‘small sum of £14,000.000 raised in London. 
nothing but Japanese capital bos been ured, 
This bns necessarily made the development of 
the country, end the subsequent necessary 


now enterprises, fall rather. heavily upon the |. 


Japanese people. Foreign capital is mock 
nooded in Japan, especially with a view to the 
development of the railways. It will be 
noorssary to change the laws relating to forcign 
ownership of Iand before much capital can be 
attracted from ontside, I have ever baen an 
advocate of allowing the foreignsra to own land 
in Japan. Somo years ago whon the excitement 
over this question ran high, my advocacy of 
this policy was the cause of a bomb being 
thrown into my carriage, which so shattorad 
my leg as to lead to its amputation. Free 
Trade haa heen very good for. the country, and 
tho. industries have developed without any 
Protective duties, Formerly the import duties 
averaged 6 por cnt, and uow they average 8 
per cent.; hut theso have been simply for 
Government revenue ond are without any 
Protective intention. It is good to see how 
Japen'’s trado hos develo under na Froo 
“rade system. From ten millions sterling the 
annual trade returns hare reached fifty millions; 
ard, attho past rato of increase, in fifty yeara 
Japan may Lope to have trade returns equal to 
Germany.” :
